ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territorv: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


3590 of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
vears of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 vears. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


Bv 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in St. Louis County. The geography of this area is defined by 
three Interstates (64, 44 and 270). 


* Located in the Mid-County deanery, there are 13 territorial parishes and the 
Washington University Student Center. 12 elementary schools are in this planning 
area. Currently, there are 18 diocesan and 2 order priests assigned to this group. 


* Clusters of church buildings exist in the eastern part of the planning area with 
parishes within a few miles of each other. Larger parishes in the southwest are 
also within 2-3 miles. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS THE MOST AFFLUENT IN THE DIOCESE 


* Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 6% from 2010. 
* The area is very stable racially, age-wise and socio-economically. 


* 2996 of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 1896.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS INCREASING SLIGHTLY 


The eleven elementary schools in this planning area have 2,733 children enrolled 
in Catholic elementary schools, up 196 from 5 years ago. Four parish-based 
schools have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries (four schools in 
this planning area are over 50%). 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 2,866. 


There are 1,269 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 2796 from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* This year, Mary Queen of Peace celebrates 
its 100'^ year of founding as the parish dates 
to 1922. It is the largest of the three Webster 
Groves parishes. It is known for its multi- 
generational membership, as the area boasts 
a large diversity of housing options. 


* This parish of 1350 households has a school 
with nearly 300 students in grades K-8. 


* The parish church opened in 1955 and seats 
600. 


ABOUT OUR PARISH 


* Mary Queen of Peace is a multi-generational parish in an area of very 
diverse housing in one of the wealthiest areas of the diocese. 


* Astrong parish with solid membership, strong baptisms, large school that 
has been declining and Mass attendance that may have recovered to pre- 
COVID levels. 


* Parish is in strong financial condition with stable reserves, though is still 
investing too heavily in the parish school. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS KNOWN FOR ITS LARGE DIVERSITY OF 
HOUSING, FROM STARTER HOMES TO $1M+ HOMES 


* This is a very stable demographic area, with stable population, racial 
(primarily white) and age cohorts. The area is entirely single family homes. 


* Median household income is $138,600 which is well above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700 and the sixth highest of any parish areas in the diocese. 


* 44% of the resident population is Catholic which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of 1896. This is one of the most Catholic areas of the 
diocese.

(1298). 


This means that slightly more Catholic 
households leave the parish area to 
affiliate elsewhere, than come into the 
parish from outside the boundaries. 


The 78% and 7296 "adherence" is the 2nd 
highest of any St. Louis area parish. A 
prior pastor of 20 years ago required 
adherence to the boundaries for parish 
membership and school enrollment as 
this “popular” parish did not want to 
draw Catholics from other smaller 
neighboring parishes. The effect of 
these policies has lasted to today.
